SCOPE OF WORK

This work shall consist of furnishing and installing prestréssmcrete box beams, removal of
the existing structure; clearing and grubbing; comprehensivdingrainstallation of guardrail;
roadway base course and pavement; placement of subséruend superstructure; grading
within limits of the project; placement of rip rap; temgy erosion control; seeding and
mulching; drainage; temporary work zone signing; and allroti@dental items necessary to
complete the project as specified and shown on thespldhe Department shall be responsible
for stationary work zone signing for off-site detours platement of final pavement markings.

Only the construction centerline, control points witteerence station and benchmark location
shall be furnished by the Department on an initial one tirasis.

CONTRACT TIME AND LIQUIDATED DAMAGES

The Contractor may submit a request for partial paymera monthly basis, or other interval as
approved by the Engineer. The amount of partial paymernitsbes based on the work
accomplished and accepted as the last day of the approveemay. All requests for payment
shall be made on the form furnished to the Contractor bpémartment of Transportation. The
form shall be completely and legibly filled out withl appropriate information supplied and
shall be signed by an authorized representative of thad&bbot. Minority Business Enterprise
(MBE), Women'’s Business Enterprise (WBE) and/or DisachgatBusiness Enterprise (DBE)
participation shall be listed on the appropriate form EBIB) and shall accompany all requests
for payment.

For the purpose of release of retainage, satisfacimmpletion is defined as completion of all
physical elements and corresponding documentation as deifin¢he contract, as well as
agreement between the parties as to the final quarfatiedl work performed in the subcontract.
The Department will provide internal controls to expediite determination and processing of
the final quantities for the satisfactorily completed sutbact portions of the project.

Failure of any entity to make prompt payment as definedrheray result in (1) withholding of
money due to that entity in the next partial paymemi anch assurances are made satisfactory
to this provision; or (2) removal of an approved contrattim the prequalified bidders list or
the removal of other entities from the approved subaocturs list.

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TEMPORARY SUSPENSION OF WORK

Use this Special Provision as a guide to develop temporarigswsubmittals required by
the Standard Specifications or other provisions; no additicubmittals are required
herein.

Falsework is any temporary construction used to support tmeapent structure until it
becomes self-supporting. Formwork is the temporary streiocbr mold used to retain
plastic or fluid concrete in its designated shape untiardens. Access scaffolding is a
temporary structure that functions as a work platforat supports construction personnel,
materials, and tools, but is not intended to supportttisetare. Scaffolding systems that
are used to temporarily support permanent structures (asemppmgunctioning as work
platforms) are considered to be falsework under thenitiefis given. Shoring is a
component of falsework such as horizontal, verticalpolined support members. Where
the term “temporary works” is used, it includes allled temporary facilities used in bridge
construction that do not become part of the permanerdtste.

Design and construct safe and adequate temporary workswithasupport all loads
imposed and provide the necessary rigidity to achievdirtbe and grades shown on the
plans in the final structure.

M ATERIALS

Select materials suitable for temporary works; howeselect materials that also ensure
the safety and quality required by the design assumpti®hs. Engineer has authority to
reject material on the basis of its condition, inamopiate use, safety, or nonconformance
with the plans. Clearly identify allowable loads aresses for all materials or
manufactured devices on the plans. Revise the plan aig the Engineer if any change
to materials or material strengths is required.

DESIGN REQUIREMENTS
